W ashington, Nov. 7.—Further sweep 
ing changes in the adm inistration cur­ 
rency bill have been made by the sen­ 
ate committees on banking and cur­ 
rency. 
It voted 2 to I to strike from the bill 
the words “or lawful money” wherever 
they occur, thus making the reserve 
required to be held under the bill to 
be solely of gold. Four Democrats vol 
ed to retain the words “or lawful 
money.’ 
They were the chairman. 
Senator Owen^ and Senators Hollis, 
Pomerene arm Shaforth. 
All Repub­ 
lican members of the committee and 
three Democrats—Senators O’Gorman, 
Hitchcock and Reed—voted to strike 
the words from the bill. 
The committee made rapid progress 
with the bill and showed* the same dis­ 
regard for the clearly indicated views 
of the president it has so far. 
Chair­ 
man Owen sum irr I up the situation 
thus: 
“The Republican members of 
the committee have won on every pro­ 
posal they have submitted except one 
clause.” 
The proposal to which Chairman 
Owen referred was submitted by Sen­ 
ator Weeks and rejected, 8 to 4. 
It 
provided for the issuance of the new 
currency notes by the banks instead 
of the government, the treasury de­ 
partm ent to guarantee the redemption 
of the notes. 
The committee agreed to retain the 
house provision which authorizes the 
treasury department to issue the notes 
and supply them to the banks on prop­ 
er collateral. The members also went 
on record by a vote of 7 to 5 in favor 
of public ownership and public control 
of the stock of the reserve associa­ 
tions. 
By practically a unanimous vote it 
was agreed that the capitalization of 
the reserve association shall be an 
amount equal to § per cent of the com­ 
bined capital and surplus of the banks 
and Chairman Owen estimates that 
this will be approximately ^$106,000,- 
000. Public control of the regional re­ 
serve associations is assured by pro­ 
viding that of nine directors for each 
regional bank, five shall be appointed 
by the federal reserve board in W ash­ 
ington, which will he appointed by the 
president, and four by the member 
banks. 
The situation in the senate commit­ 
tee has reached a crisis so far as the 
administration is concerned, for the. 
two Democrats and the- five Republi­ 
cans acting together have altered the 
a d m in is t ra tio n bill almost beyond rec 
ognition. 
That President Wilson will 
net accept the measure that the com­ 
mittee will put up to him has been 
made clear by senators who have had 
interviews with the president.

The petitioners ask the czar 
to confirm the ukase of his ancestor, 
Alexander I., who sought to destroy 
for all time the imputation that the 
Jews require Christian blood for ritual 
purposes. 
This petition was presented to the 
state departm ent with a request that 
it be transacted to the czar. 
Secre­ 
tary Bryan and other officials of the 
department considered the m atter for 
some time, but finally decided that the 
department could not act In this m at­ 
ter. 
The representative of the peti­ 
tioners was informed that the Russian 
government had taken no action in the 
case. 
The petitio n then was returned by 
the state department, but later was 
sent by the petitio ners to the Russian 
embassy .

Threatened Invasion From the North, 


It Is Said, Has Led to a Movement 


on the Part of the Various Bands of 


Rebels to Unite W ith General Hu­ 


erta in Repelling Any Advance of 


the Hated Gringoes. 


Y'era Cruz, Nov . 7.—There 
is a 
stro ng rumo r here to the effect that 
President Huerta either has 
resig ned 
o r has announced his intention of do ­ 
ing so at once. 
It was strengthened 
by the hurried departure of John Lind 
fo r Mexico City , presumably upon a 
request from the dictator. 
Various 
other rumors are in circulation, one to 
the effect that Lind goes to carry the 
final ultimatum from Washington. 


Mexicp City , Nov . 7.—In response, it 
is believ ed, to a message from General 
Huerta, a message was receiv ed at the 
national palace and made public, pro­ 
posing, on the part of General Carran­ 
za and the Constitutionalist army , an 
agreement looking to a temporary 
truce. No secret was made of the idea 
that the supi>osed truce would be for 
the purpose of joint action in resisting 
any warlike steps that may be taken 
by the United States. The capital has 
accepted the message as authentic and 
official circles are reported as already 
busy perfecting initial plans for the 
meeting of a commission of six, pre­ 
sumably to be held elsewhere than in 
Mexico City . 


Anti- American Bitterness Increasing. 


In the wake of Huerta’s refusal to 
retire at the bidding of the United 
States the papers treat the subject 
v ery briefly , their standard apparent­ 
ly being inspired from the national 
palace. 
Howev er, the attitude of the 
public continues unchanged and the 
anti-American bitterness is increasing 
steadily . 
News dispatches from cor­ 
respondents in northern Mexico quote 
Venestiano Carranza, rebel chief, as 
say ing that he will not 
accept the 
armed aid of the United States, but 
will unite with the federals, lately 
fighting him, against the inv ader. Car­ 
ranza is reliably reported to hav e ap­ 
proximately 45,000 men under arms. 
Correspondents 
with 
the 
federal 
army under General .l iv encio Robles, 
campaigning against Emiliano and Eu- 
femio Zapata, in the southern states 
of Morales and Guerrero, hav e wired 
the papers here that the Zapatistae 
hav e offered their serv ices arid those 
of their men to the federal commandef 
in case of a foreign war. The Zapata 
brothers control between 35,000 an i 
40,000 men, all mounted and all well 
armed. 
Prov isional President Huerta has a 
federal army , widely scattered, hut 
still loy al, of nearly 60,000 trained sol­ 
diers, rurales, state police and v olun­ 
teers. 
In ev ery town of more than 
500 inhabitants in the republic there is 
at least one company of men which 
has been drilling for nearly six months 
following an offer made by all the local 
officials of the country 
to prov ide 
trained men for the defense of Mexico 
should a foreign foe inv ade the boun­ 
daries. 


ONLY ONE COURSE NOW OPEN 


It Is Believed President W ill Lay Sit­ 


uation Before Congress. 
Washington, Nov . 7.—Washington Is 
deeply interested in unofficial reports 
receiv ed from Mexico City to the effect 
that President Huerta is determined 
to reject all of tne demands contained 
in the last communication from the 
United States gov ernment. 
If Presi­ 
dent Huerta insists on maintaining a 
defiant attitude to the insistence of 
the United States that he and his fol­ 
lowers eliminate themselv es, only one 
course apparently will be left for Presi­ 
dent Wilson to pursue. It is believ ed 
that this gov ernment has gone too far 
to draw back and that a rejection by 
President Huerta of the final demand 
will result in Mr. Wilson lay ing the 
entire Mexican problem before con­ 
gress. 
The state department has not re­ 
ceiv ed any official answer -from Gen­ 
eral Huerta. 
According to the infor­ 
mation 
which 
reached 
Washington 
through outside channels, Huerta is 
resolv ed to seat the congress chosen 
in the recent elections. This congress 
will, o f course, be dominated and co n­ 
tro lled by Huerta. 
Upon it will de­ 
v o lv e the duty of declaring whether o r 
no t the president's election was null 
and v oid, and if it fo llo ws that co urse 
and makes arrangements for ano ther 
electio n, Huerta, it is asserted, will 
abide by the decision and accept the 
peo ple's choice at the polls in the new 
co ntest. 
This intimatio n from the Mex ican 
president of his willingness to accept 
the result of a new’ election is reg ard­ 
ed here as merely another play fo r 
time and an effort to ward off the dan­ 
g er no w threatening through the In­ 
sistence o f the United States g o v ern­ 
ment. It has been made plain to Pres­ 
ident Huerta that the United States 
will insist o n the fulfillment o f his pre­ 
electio n pledg es to retire and will be
